In any case, it has 
now been demonstrated that 
residents living onthe higher 
levels do not enjoy the full mea- 
sure of pratection which other 
districts of the Coloay do. mainly 
by reason of the d ficults of 
getting the fire engines to the 
inaccessible spo's occapied by so 
many of the: houses. Even in 
cases. where the Fire Brigade can 
get within working range, 
factor to be remembz2red is the 
time which is necessarily involr- 
ed in answering o call from a 
locality so remote from the 
Central, Fire Statioa. _At the 
least, we should say that it would 
take, under the most favourable 
circumstances, fully belf an bour 
between the time the alarm was 
given and the Brigade were at 
work, 


One suggestion which has been 
roade to us in this connection is 
that the military on Mount 
Austin Barracke be supplied with 
fire-extinguisLing apparatus of a 
portable .type, and that some 
alarm systom be: evolved by 
which warning -would be given 
the troops of any outbreak on the 
Peak. No doubt the. soldiers 
ould revel in work of that kind, 
and if the scheme were properly 
planned it should be possible for 
any house affected to be reached 
within a very brief space of time,
